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The Great Tennis Boom

Tennis in th e Kingston area and around th e 
country it a brand new ball gam e. It is no 
longer th e exclusive property of th e private 
clubs cocktail circuit and country club lily -wh ite 
se ts, 
A Septem ber poll by Lou H air is revealed 
th at tennis interest h ad risen front 17 per cent 
to 26 in one y ear, moving th e sport into fourth 
place, beh ind th e Big 3—football, baseball and 
basketball but ah ead of auto rating , golf and 
bowling. Surprising? 
O f course, it's an ey e- 
oD cner. 


It’s no longer a lily white "sissy sport." It 
now belongs to all the people. And the m em ­ 
ory of Humphrey Bog an bounding on a Broad­ 
way stage more than 40 years ago in white 
flannels to offer the immortal query, "tennis 
anyone" now seems ancient and remote. 
Anytime you get a sports boom ot this size 
it has to create problems—like the problems of 
space and playing areas and the Kingston 
area is no ex ception. We pul the question to 
Kil Kallfberg, who does a line public rela­ 
tions job for the Kingston Area Tennis Associ­ 
ation, herein after to be known as KATA. 


‘Our problem is th e lack of courts.” say s 
Kalleberg. "Th e present facilities are inade­ 
quate and to put it mildly we netd more 
courts, if th is present boom continues.” 
"In Kingston we h ave anoth er situation,” 
Kalleberg went on. "In most com m unities ten­ 
nis 
centers 
are 
consolidated 
with 
seceral 
courts in one place. Here we h ave courts at 
such 
diverse 
locations 
as 
Forsy th 
P ark, 
Lough ran Park. Hasbrouek and Hutton. ' 
Th e problems art 
twofold tl) 
finding a 
court and (2) somebody to play with . At 
a 
central location, th ese are minor irritants. 


Obviously, there will be no help from, the 
private sector. A proposed complex announced 
early this year has gone hv the hoards. The 
Hurley Recreation Commission and Wiltwyck 
Golf Club are reported planning tennis courts. 
Zena plans to ex pand its facilities with lights 
for night play. Cnllahar has three courts hut 
It i" strictly private. 
Where is help coming from in Kingston? 
The best man to answ er ih at question is Andy 
Murphv, 
the Superintendent 
of 
Recreation. 
"We reeogni/.e the need for more courts and 
you ran say that the Recreation Commission 
is giving serious thought to ex panding our fa 
cilities", sa>s Murphy. 


Th e city now operates 12 public courts— 
six at Forsy th P ark and two each at Lough ­ 
ran, Hasornuck and Hutton. "We could use 
two more courts,” said Murph y , "and were 
looking into way s of financing th em ." 
"O ur traffic h as increased so much over 
th e past two y ears th at we’re going to h ave 
to give some th ough t to golf ty pe sch eduling 
next season," M urph y pointed out. "W e’re now 
in a « ituation wh ere th e courts are used from . 
8 a.m. to dusk and until 
10 p.m. in th e ligh ted 
are as at Forsy th Park. 


The Recreation Department doesn’t have 
figures on the increase in traffic hilt Murphy 
ag rees with Kalleberg that it has been tre­ 
mendous. The county tournament, city tourna­ 


ment and in p riv ately 
sponsored areas like 
IBM and Zena the size of the competitions 
have almost doubled. 
The most crucial shortcoming in the area a 
tennis picture is the total absence ot indoor 
facilities for year-round activity. "Kingston 
players have to travel as far as Newburgh 
and Hopewell J unction for night tennis," Kai- 
leherg ex plains. "My feeling is that an indoor 
facility would he supported in the Kingston 
area." 
Kalleberg explained KATA's role in th e 
area tennis world as a "prom otional organiza­ 
tion." "M em bersh ip is open to any play er," h e 
say s, "but we are interested prim arily in 
promoting tennis and making it available to 
m ore 
people." 
"W e h ad great success with our mini tour­ 
nam ents th is sum m er, th e county tournam ent 
and w’e circulate a newsletter to keep our 
m em bersh ip alerted to tennis news around 
th em ," h e explained "You migh t say we are 
th e rente r and clearing h ouse for new ideas 
and we re alway s receptive to new sugges­ 
tions." 
The great ex posure of tennis on TV in re­ 
cent years highlighted hy the fabulous Billy 
J ean King-Bohhv Riggs ripoff have contrib­ 
uted to the g ame's startling growth. On the na­ 
tional and international scene you have em er­ 
g ence of attractive tennis superstars like the 
All-America Sweethearts—J immy Connors and 
Chris Evert, blond and beautiful Bjorn Borg 
of Sweden, and the tempestuous Hie (Nasty) 
Nastase and Evonne Goolagong, who made It 
frorr the Vustralian hush country to inter i- 
tiona! fame. 
These are live, colorful performers who are 
as well known today as the behemoths of foot­ 
ball, the man mountains of professional base­ 
ball and folk heroes of baseball. 
New* nam es are bobbing up on th e local 
scene too. as Kalleberg points out. "Lloy d 
Em anuel was th e biggest nam e to com e along 
in m any y e a rs," h e notes. "In th e junior 
ranks, we h ave Rich Rumble of Saugerties. 
an internationally known table tennis play er 
wh o is working h ard with h is coach , Dave 
Bonner of Pough keepsie. Bonner, of course, 
is 
one of th e Hudson Valley ’s all-time greats. 


Th e tennis boom is also ch anging conversa­ 
tional sty les in w ater h oles wh ere play ers a s ­ 
semble. Don’t be surprised th e next tim e y ou 
visit y our friendly neigh borh ood tavern and 
h ee.r a couple of unlikely ch a racters tossing 
about words like tennis elbow, topwpin. h alf 
volley , baseline et cetera It’s th e trend of th e 
times. 
Tennis is also a great way to m eet people 
and is fraugh t with rom antic intrigue. Wh o 
knows h ow m any couples h ave been th rown 
togeth er as total strangers on a tennis court 
and m ade th e love set a perm anent a rra ng e­ 
ment. 


The world of mix ed doubles whether It’s 
tennis or those never ending Couples Nights 
and Husb and and Wife deals at golf courses, 
is another thing. 
As one sag e put it. "it’ll 
either split up the marriag e or help keep It 
together." The jury Is still out on these two 
phenomenas of the sports world. Meanwhile, 
tennis everybody!

" A computer is primarily a calculating aid wEuch can 
save time and tnonev, 
and the word 
automation, 
is a con­ 


traction of the word ‘automatization." 
That all sounds fairly simple until you begin to investi­ 
gate behind ‘the big picture’ and suddenly you aie in a 


world too vast for any generalizations. 
I bis automation movement, which started in the I nited 
States at the beginning «if 1 t,c> 0. can conceivably lock » per­ 
son into a state of inferiority complex. Yv e have one saving 
grace. We can alwavs— PULL I HE PLUG! 
Today, there is scarcely, an activity, social «>r economic, 
that is not affected to some degree by the use of automated 
equipment. 
1 his clever use of machines is applied in all 
lev els of business, industry and at home. 
• 
The impact on man, many say, is more revolutionary 
than the machines themselves. Yi hat makes it even mote 
interesting is that some «if the mvent«> rs aren t the least hit 
interested in reshaping the world hut that is exactly what 
they are doing 
As an employee’s output increases, his hours on the job 
can he decreased As a matter of fact, a 30-hour week is al­ 
ready in evidenc**. 
With more leisure time, an employee can devote hours 
to a pet hobbv, travel <ir visit friends— some of whom are 
unemployed because «if the introduction of automation. 
That's still another part of the picture. 
With more leisure time at our disposal, there will he 
more concentrated attention on the irts. O f course, being 
practical with nmre leisure time, the employee may be work­ 
ing three jt'bs instead of one in tirdcr to keep up with the 
economy There’s a plus and a minus in every situation. 
Look around you. Can you determine how computers 


touch ytuir dailv living? The field of e d u catio n has changed. 
I odav. computers can grade examination papers, serve as 


educational aids, even translate foreign languages. 
In the teachers’ room, with all that extra time, you might 
drum up a game of checkers— with a computer! Computers 


do plav checkers, talk, even sing. 
You are working with computers when ytm use your 
washing machine, stop for a traffic light or ask the hank to 
update your checkbook balance. 
That new math your children struggle with is a direct 
result «if our computerized world. Incidentally, th< 
“new 
math” is being counted out in many parts of the country. 
Although it was supposed to improve students’ arithmetic 
abilities, the new math's introduction into schools in the 
19 60’s signalled the start of an alarming decline in standard 
mathematics-achievement tests throughout the country. A c­ 
cording to a p«ipular magazine, half of our college freshmen 
are unable to handle fractions, and N't U mathematics pro­ 
fessor Morris Kline warns that we're producing "a genera­ 
tion of mathematical illiterates." 
learn that up with the 
pupils who can’t fathom the new reading methtids and you’ll 
discover we’re gtiiug to harvest a hunch of dummies! 
Banking is a fertile field for computers. Many of vour 
check* already have magnetic tapes at the bottoms which, 
when fed into a computer, speeds handling and processing. 
Computers in banks aUo automatically credit and debit 
customers’ accounts. 
Computers are preparing payrolls, controlling inven­ 
tories, computing and printing hills. 
I hese sophisticated 
machines are making and confirming airplane and hotel 
reservations, maintaining subscription lists for magazines 
and. here in Kingston, reserve tickets for you tts shows, con­ 
certs and die like 
In medicine, computers are evaluating new drugs and 
techniques through the use of simulated b«idy systems. 


'Jested in this way. it eliminates the possibility of endanger- 
ing patients who might react adversley t«> new drugs and 


techniques. 
Our Kingston Citv I aboratory, at the moment, is n«U 
computerized but a spokesman ttdd I he Freeman "we are 
anticipating it.” Many labs are completely computerized. 
The Kingston Citv Lab is in the market f«ir a mini-computer, 
we understand, and for attachments to specific instruments 
which would compute result-, delivered in a readable format 
including cross-channel calibrations, the Lab spokesman 
stated. 
In Kingston, computers keep a daily tab on hospital pa­ 
tients including lab and surgical reports. 
We do have amithrr lab in town that is serviced by * 
centralized home office using automated equipment. In six 
minutes, a telecopy data machine transmits pertinent infor­ 
mation to the Kingston office. Samples are delivered t«i this 
center via refrigerated cars but results are hi quick, an an­ 
swer !s forthcoming, generally speaking, the following day. 
Unfortunately, the lab cannot advertise on a regular basis 
because it is governed bv the State Department of Health, 
Division of Laboratories. 
In the field of medicine, it is interesting to note alsti that 
computerized day-to-dav reports on patients will figure 
largely in determining whether tir not Americans are re­ 
ceiving gtnid care. As one individual told me, the govern­ 
ment is going to demand these groups he kept in the ntvt too 
distant future so that it can evaluate the kind of health care 
this country is getting. 
Believe it or not, hut there arc hospitals equipped with 
computers that can deliver 17 different determinations on a 
specium «if hl«i«id in minutes! I hut’s service! 
Computers are used to record heart rate. bltH'd pressure 
and temperature and determine whether these readings indi­ 
cate disease. 


Authorities in the field agree that analyses of blood «am­ 
ple* are faster and m«ire accurate with these sp«ciali/ed m a­ 
chines than is possible under manual methods. 
It is '‘mpossibi* to trace all tfiie uses of computers in our 
contemporary life. The more you delve into it, the more you 
feel some«ine should originate a prayer about the complex 
system opening with perhaps— "D ear Computer, ever at 
my side . . . !’’ 
You are surrounded bv computers every day of your life. 
In the construction business, computers determine calcula 
tions. In meteorology, long range forecasts are supplied to 
weathermen. Computers are uaed in chemistry, physics, agri­ 
culture for charting populations and economic expansion as 
well as tabulating census figures. 
Computers are used in compiling intelligence data by the 
FBI. police and state troopers. 
Enemy vehicles are detected in *pace, air, land and sea 
through the use of computers Our defense systems are con­ 
trolled by these electronic masters. The military and pilots 
use computer svstems for radar and gun-positioning systems 
and autopilots. Marine vessels use gyro-pilots and your 
atomic ships would he inoperable without the c«'mplex com­ 
puter system. 
Ibis new world of sophisticated machines touche* your 
'ife when you land in an airport, pick up your baggage, go 
to the library, «>r use the automatic control« i* your car. 
What kind of computers thev are. and how they operate— 
we leave that to the engineers. 
And, as «mtlined last Sunday, the new computerized 
check-outs will he used in tuir .-»tores. It s no wonder cre­ 
ative writers come up with those way-out stories about man 
versus machines. 
I think that in the ne*t ttwi distant future surnames will 
be eliminated. W hen the telephone rings in your house, 
you’ll pick it up and answer: "H ello . . * this is 144-14-8 > 26. ’ 
Don't laugh ! !

When the First box starts to taper off. you can bring in another and then another (if you've been clever 
enough to have them »’ailing outside! and extend your harvest right on through the »inter.

U nfortunately , on a dav when y ou feel like making 
candles, y ou may not hav e a little thing like an 11-pound 
slab King around the house, to s.iv nothing of a chemical 
that makes wax candles less likely to melt as they burn. H o w ­ 
ev er, with a little ingenuity , v ou can substitute ircy cled ma­ 
terials for y our flrst efforts. 
Most homes hav e a small supply of unusable candles— 
tapers that snapped in the middle, pillar candles that lost 
their wicks, Hanukah candles that v« crr set on the radiator 
and melted, decorativ e candles that faded and became e y e ­ 
sores. Since all candles are made of wax , it’s easy (if som e­ 
what dargrrous) to melt these down for wax to make sev ­ 
eral new candles. There are cubes of commercial wax color 
av ailable at hobbv stores, but if y ou don’t hav e any handy , 
interr'ting color can be achiev ed bv melting together wax 
from umilarlv -colored candles, and then adding a few cray ­ 
ons in the same 'olor range. 
In order to turn old candles— or a commercial slab of 
into new candles, it must first be melted. T here’s no

way of doing this job so it isn’t messy , but with a little care, 
one can keep from starting a fire. W ax must nev er be melted 
directly ov er heat of anv kind, because it ignites al a tem ­ 
perature v ery little higher than the one which melts it. A 
flaming container of wav is v ery smokey , smelly , and dan­ 
gerous. T o safely melt the wax , it must he melted ov er hot 
or boiling water, ldrallv , y ou could use a double boilet— an 
old one, since y our parents w on’t be able to use it for cook­ 
ing after wax has been melted in it. It’s easy to improv ise a 
safe container for melting wav — for instance, a two-pound 
coffee can in a small saucepan of water. (R em em ber that the 
udes of that coffee can are going to he v ery slippery and 
hot, st- use plentv of care and hot pot holders!) Keep the 
water hot. but not boiling, ov er a low burner. 
Once the wax is melted, y ou will need to pour it into a 
mold. Molds of ev erv size, description, and materials are 
av ailable at hobbv stores, or through mail-order catalogs 
from hobbv companies. H owev er, for a first attempt at 
m olding candles, it’s fun (and inex pensiv e) to improv ise 
y our own molds. Acceptable results hav e been reported with 
plastic milk box es, plastic detergent or cleaner bottles, sty ­ 
rofoam or plastic hot-drink cups, and plastic >ogurt or cot- 
age cheese cups 
W ith commercial molds, they are lined 
with v egetable oil or mold-release <ptay before the wax is 
poured in. H ow ev er, improv ised molds are usually peeled 
off after the wax cools and hardens. 
Candle wick is a special cord, and not just any string 
x x ill do for a candle wick If y ou don't hav e a spool of can­ 
dle wick around, v ou mav he ahU to re-use the wick from 
one of the candles y ou ’re melting down. Cut the candle up, 
using an old knife, into long strips and shav ings. I hese melt 
faster than chunks of wax or whole candles. 1 ry to strip the 
wav off an old w ick 
W ith professicmal molds, the candle « s molded up-side 
down, w^th the wick sticking out of a hole in the bottom of 
the mold W ax is kept from leaking out of the hole h\ plug­ 
ging up around it with mold seaUr. which resembles that 
pla« tic clay little kid« plav with. 
Some beginners find it easier though, to work with a 
mold with no hole in the bottom. A recy cled wick, stiff with 
old wax . could he stuck into the middle of y our sandle after 
the hot wax had begun to set. It is important, howev er, that 
the wick goes all the wav to the bottom of the candle, and 
that it i« absolutely at right angles to the bottom of the can­ 
dle. As the wax hardens, it will shrink, and there will he a 
hollow in the middle of v our candle. Keep a little wax melt­ 
ed. and keep filling the mold as the wax hardens. 
W h en the candle is almost hard (it will take hours) use 
a single-edge rarer to carefully cut y our mold dow n the m id­ 
dle and peel it off the canale Cut anv rough spots off the 
candle. If y ou want to finish v our candle professionally , hold 
it bv the untrimmed wick, .» nd plunge it into boiling water 
for a moment, and then into cold water. This will make the 
candle smooth and shinv . 
1 rim the wick to an inch long, 
and there i« a candle. 
H om e made candles allow v ou to make candles to y our 
own fav orite color and scent. T hev make beautiful holidav 
gift« , or v ou can « ell them for ev tra mcnev . Or burn them 
to « av e on electricity , banish had v ibes, and warm the cor-
